REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
"Yo the Londonderry School Board: 


I take pleasure in submitting my first annual report 
a3 superintendent of schools, | 
Since taking up my duties September 7, 1920, I have 
made 67 visits to school rooms in this district. I have 
made a careful study of the conditions of the school 
houses, text books and supplies, organization of the 
schools and state aid. 
Housing. 
- All of the schoo! buildings’ are of the one room 
one teacher type. None of the nine is modern, the newest, 
No. 7, is 24 years old.Some of them served the par- 
ents and grandparents of the children now ‘attending 
them. They are rectangular in shape, of the typical box 
car variety, with windows in some cases on all four 
sides and in the rest on two sides and one end. [ach 
has about 24x28 feet of floor space.. The lighting in 
‘these schools is insufficient and harmful to the children. 
“The cross lights so vary the intensity of the light in these 
buildings that there is a constant strain on the eye 
snuscles in their endeavor to adjust themselves to the 
changing conditions of the light. 
The light should come from the left or left and rear 
‘ot the room. The children should not be allowed to sit 
facing the light. Fhe lighting space of the windows 
should amount to 25% of the floor space. A smaller 
amount of light will not suffice. If these buildings are 
to continue in use the toilets should be enlarged and con- 
nected with the school «oom so that it will not be 
- necessary for the children to go out of doors to go to the 
‘goilets. The toilets themselves should be kept fresh and 
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clean throughout the year. Some of the toilets are both 
obscene and unsanitary. Many of the desks are of the 
old tashioned type, neither comfortable nor hygienic. 

Ail of these schools belong to the pioneer era of the 
town when the farmers cut'their hay with a scythe and 
gaked 1t with a hand rake; when it took all day to go to 
Manchester and return home and when the farmers had 
to go to the post office for their mail. All of these pio- 
meer conilitions have passed away except the nine little 
school houses which stand out as the solitary landmarks 
of former days. 

Teachers. 

Four vacancies lave been filled since schools opened 
last fall. One teacher proved so unsatisfactory to the 
community that she declined to remain longer and three 
others moved to better conditions. I have succeeded 
with your assistance in filling these positions but I am 
frank to state that there are no thoroughly professional 
teachers in the market at the present time. The village 
schools are absorbing all well qualified teachers and will 
probably continue to do so for some time to come. Un- 
til the conditions are improved the more skillful type of 
teacher will accept positions where the conditions of 
working are good. 

Organization. 

There is no possibility of making the instruction for 
all eight grades in a rural school of the one teacher 
type effective. Such an organization is not in harmony 
with modern ideas of educational method and practice. 
The facilities afforded are unequal to the demands of the 
new education for rural life and unadapted to the so- 
cial and economic or intellectual needs of the community. 

Of all of the pupils who fail in two or more subjects 
at Pinkerton Academy six out of seven of them are pro- 
ducts of these one room country schools. The results 
of stich instruction reduced to a statistical statement is, 
indeed, very significant. Teachers of these schools have 
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no time for individual attention to the pupils, for super- 
vising study nor for the newer subjects in the curriculum. 
‘Che children spend several hours a day on their own re- 
sources at an early age before they know how to study 
or employ themselves in any useful occupation. Wuth- 
out the supervision of the teacher they idle-much of the 
time and form bad habits of study which are difficult to 
eradicate during the remainder of school life. Few — 
teachers are qualified by nature, education and training 
to teach both upper and lower grades. In the parlance 
of a farmer these schools are likened to “running a farm 
with plenty of tools but without much team—you can- 
not do much.” ; ; 

The course of study in a modern consolidated school 
in the country embraces the common branches taught in * 
relation to the experiences of country children, and in 
addition agriculture, nature study, domestic science and 
art physical education, hygiene, citizenship, hand work 
‘ and industrial and fine arts. For the best results this 
organization demands a teacher to a grade where possi- 
ble, or not less than one teacher to two grades if the 
enrollment does not justify more. These teachers 
should spend the day in close contact with the children 
under their charge and should not have more than ten 
recitations each. They should have opportunity for 
supervising work and study and for giving ee to in- 
dividual pupils. 

A more detailed statement of the deficiencies of the 
present school arrangement might well be made but for 
the limits of this report. It may be sufficient to say that 
a casual examination of the accompanying map on page 

shows that if two school buildings were located at 
the central points indicated on the map, practically every 
child would then be within two miles of a school build- 
ing when at home. Experience throughout the country 
justifies the expectation that children within two miles of 
a school house may be considered in walking distance 
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and those within nine miles in transportation distance. If 
schools were located as indicated on the map at North 
Londonderry and near No. 2 School respectively no 
child would have to be transported more than three miles. 
*’ One wagon or bus would answer this purpose for each 
_ school. The distances for auto busses would be very 
short and could be covered in thirty of forty minutes.

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By adding a small fraction to the school expenditures 
the two. school buildings could be built, bonding. the 
outlay over twenty or more years. With the same schoot 
population as we have now one less teacher would be re- 
quired. With the exception of buildings and equipment 

the other expenses would remain about the same as at 
_ present since the increased cost of transportation would: 
be taken up by the reduction in the teaching expense. 
State aid on teachers would be materially increased be- 
cause more normal school teachers would be employed. 
Text Books and Supplies. 

The minimum requirements for reading in the firet 
few grades is eight books. While I do not hope to meet 
the requirements under our present organization I do 
feel we ought to read several books in each grade, In 
order to complete a stock of books sufficient for our needs 
and in view of the fact that the State Board of Education 
will approve an expenditure of $1.50 per pupil for texts 
I would recommend that the budget be increased in this 
item. The state authorities will also allow a proportion~ 
ate increase on supplies. 


State Aid. 


The State Board of Education cut the budget as 
presented for state aid in two particulars. Teachers’ 
salaries were cut for the reason that -we employ but two 
normal school teachers. ‘To teachers without training 
it is believed wepay too much. Tuitions were cut for 
the reason that it is not clear whether the district where 
the pupils, who attend the Goffs Falls school, live has 
been set off as a separate district. If it has been the dis- 
trict officers should attend to its business affairs. If 
not then the School Board should, administer the affairs 
of these school children to have the town clearly entitled 
the state aid. Tuition was cut about .$620 and’ teachers’ 
salaries $258. I hope a.proper explanation to the State 
Board of I ducation may restore to the town some of this 
state aid. | :

Union No. 10.

I submit herewith my first report of School Nursing 
done in Londonderry School District, from October 8, 1919 
to January 31, 1921, inclusive. me 

My salary from September 22, 1919 to July 31, 1920, 
inclusive, was paid by the Manchester Chapter, American 
Red Cross, thereby giving a demonstration of this branch 
of Child Welfare Work, with no expense to the town. 

Owing to the fact that no transportation was fur- 
mished until April 1920, and because of weather conditions, 
not as much work was accomplished as had been planned. 

Following 1 is a resume of work done and Bree re-

On January 6, 1920, Dr. H. W. N. Bennett examined 
twenty-one (21) pupils of No. 8 school. 
On October 5, 1921, Dr. Ralph H. Barker enema 
twenty- seven (27) pupils of No.,1 school. 
The work of these physicians was gratuitous and cer- 
tainly was appreciated by all concerned. 
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Many children have bad dental treatments and several 
have had tonsil and adenoid operations. 

The Modern Health Crusade, A National Health Pro- 
gram for Schools has been introduced, and in many instances 
much interest is shown, both by parents and pupils. 

From health aspect*no set of school buildings as yet 
conforms even to the minimum requirements for temporary 
approval of the state board. 

Much credit is due the teachers for their interest and 
co-operation in the school nursing.
